City Gover nment On Euclid Avenue 


During Year 


Upland city councilmen last 
night approved a budget for the 
fiscal year 1945-46 starting July 
1 amounting to $130,970 and 
agreed to retain the tax rate at 
its present level, $1.53 per $100 
assessed property valuation. 

Only $82,713, approximately 63 
per cent, will be assessed in taxes. 
The remainder will come from 
franchises, licenses, fines, use taxes 
and similar sources. 

SALARIES INCREASED 

The budget is $1293 more than 
last Year’s and provides salary in- 
creases for department heads to 
put them on par with Ontario of- 
ficials. 

Salary of the city manager will 
be increased $75 monthly, of the 
police chief $15, the fire chief $25, 
the building inspector $25, the 
police’ lieutenant $15, and of truck 
drivers, garbagey.truck drivers, 
garbage helper, equipment. assist- 
ant and mowing machine operator 
two cents per hour each. 

Salaries of the water foreman 
and street foreman will be raised 
$25 monthly now, another $25 in 
six months, and a further $25 in 
18 months.

Chaffey 14 New 
Airplane Engine 


\ Gift of 14 army and navy air- 
plane engines, valued at $200,000, 
has been made to Chaffey college 
for its expanded aviation program 
beginning in September, Leo A. 
Wadsworth, college director, re- 
ported today. 

All have been tested and are in 
good running condition, he said, 
and all are of the most modern 
design, including one 2200 horse- 
power B-29 engine. 

In addition, Chaffey college has 
received free of charge from the 
army and navy an X-ray machine 
to test flaws in metal and all tools 
necessary to maintgin and repair 
aircraft engines. 

The gifts were made through the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority with- 
out charge to Chaffey, and all that 
was required of the college was to 
provide transportation, Mr. Wads- 
worth said. 

FELSCH IN CHARGE 
- The new college director, who 
succeeded Charles J. Booth ‘auly 
1, revealed that plans: have just 
been completed .for an enlarged 
aviation curriculum with Fred 
Felsch as head of the department. 

That discharged veterans of the 
present war are interested in avia- 
tion as a civilian career is indi- 
cated, too, Mr. Wadsworth declar- 
ed. Nearly a dozen have been in 
the office to see him in the past 
two days or have appointments 
for today. 

Just how large the registration 
will be in September cannot be es- 
timated yet, he said, but it will 
probably be considerably more 
than in the year ended in June, 
when.

“A” and “E” aviation courses ap- 
proved by the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority and will prepare army 
and navy candidates with concen- 
trated pre-induction studies. The 
CAA studies are intended to pre- 
pare men to work in the aviation 
industries, he stated. 

The “A” course will be taught 
by Mr. Felsch, who has been a 
Chaffey college instructor three 
years. In that course, students 
will be taught to build and repair 
airplane bodies to qualify for fed- 
eral licenses. 

In the “E” course, men will be 
taught to dismantle and repair air- 
plane engines, just as is done at 
airports and on aircraft carriers 
at sea. ‘ 

Each course will include three 
consecutive hours in the shop and 
one hour of textbook theory. Stu- 
dents will also study related sub- 
jects, such as physics and mathc- 
matics. 

TO HELP INDUCTEES 

The “E” course teacher has not 
yet been chosen, Mr. Wadsworth 
said. ; 

For men expecting to be induct- 
ed into the army or navy as avia- 
tion mechanics, a concentrated 
course in their particular fields will 
be offered, he revealed. Subjects 
not bearing directly on airplane 
body or engine repair will be elim- 
inated from their studies dnd they 
will be given two months or three 
months intensive instruction in 
airplane mechanics. 

The army and navy report, Mr. 
Wadsworth said, that such train- 
ing has been invaluable in the 
past. 


$12,000 Check Sent 
Federal Government 
As Parkside Rent 


A check for approximately $12,- 
000 has been sent to the federal 
housing authority by the Upland 
Housing Authority as rent for 
Parkside, the residential project 
for Kaiser Co. employes here. 

The rent payment willbe made 
every quarter and the first check 
has just been sent to cover the 
period ending June 30, according 
to Mrs. Douglas Black, executive 
secretary. 

Gross income since efart of the 
project here was approximately 
$21,000. Operating expenses and 
an anticipated amount to be paid 
as taxes, are deducted from the 
gross to leave the amount sent to 
cover the Parkside rental. The 
amount received by the federal 
agency may vary slightly from 
quarter to quarter.

First 1946 automobiles will like- 
ly be delivered to Upland dealers 





about October 1, but it will be 18 
more months before a prospective 
buyer can walk into an agency, 
purchase 4 car on the floor and 
drive it home, Upland dealers re- 
ported today. 

The new 1946 Fords and Chey- 
rolets will go to priority holders. 
doctors, hospitals, police and fire 
departments, industries engaged 
in war production and similar per- 
sons and firms whe can qualify. 

Owen Davis, manager of Alan 
A. Couch Chevrolet company in 
Upland, attended a meeting of 
Southland Chevrolet dealers Tues- 
day in Los Angeles, where it was 
reported the new cars will go sime 
ultaneously to ali dealers in the 
United States about October 1, 

Ellery F. Wright, Upland Fore 
dealer, reported the first new Ford 
may be here in about two months, 

The new Ferds are already com- 
ing off the assembly line but none 
have yet been reported on the west 
coast. 

Mr. Davis said a Detroit official 
Tuesday estimated that at the end 
of 1941 there were about 28,000,- 
000 automobiles on the streets of 


the United States and that by Sep- 


tember 1 this year the number will 
have declined to about 21,000,000. 
Tt will require five years to pro- 
duce cars in sufficient quantity to 
return to the 1941 automobile use, 
he stated. 

Distribution of the new cars 
poses tricky problems, Mr. Davis 
declared. For example, if the 
agency were to accept advance 
civilian orders and fill them as pri- 
ority-free cars arrived, hundreds 
of veterans arriving home from 
world-wide battlefields wuld find 
themselves behind a huge backlog. 

To obviate such injustice, Chev- 
rolet dealers have decided for the 
present to sell the new cars only 
to priovity holders and not to ae- 
cept general orders 

When preduetion of the new 
cars was announced, Mr. Davis 
m°torists with eld cars 
pecame thinking they 
would have new automobiles soon, 
but he advises they keep their ve- 
hicles in as good conditicn as pos- 
sible as the new automobiles wil! 
not be available to civilians for 
many months and there are few 
used cars for sale. 

Just how many Uplanders will 
want new automebiles has net 
heen estimated, but Mr. Wright 
remarked he has not had a new

| in Drilling Oil Welis? 


Few weeks ago your reporter de- 


scribed some of the interesting 
gadgets develaped in the Exchange 
Research Department laboratories 
at Ontario and Corona, California. 


It’s time he reported on the main 
work of this department, which is 
just as interesting, and much more 
important to citrus growers, 


One of the principal jobs of the 14 
scientists who make up the research 
staff, is to develop new citrus prod- 
ucts. Newest is pectate pulp, which 
has a very rare and valuable char- 
acteristic. It refuses to stick to 
things! 


Synthetic rubber is sticky. Un- 
wrapping it at the tire factories is a 
terrible job—unless the wrapping 
paper is sprayed with a solution of 
pectate pulp. Then it peels right off. 


Sometimes an oil well drill, thou- 
sands of feet under ground, gets into 
a dry and “thirsty” vock stratum 
that won't allow it to turn. The mud 
pumped down the hole loses its mois- 
ture; the drill won't budge. But 
when pectate pulp is added to the 
mud, it holds its moisture, and the 
drill goes to work again. Peetate 
pulp ptovides just the right lubrica- 
tion—from oranges and lemons! 


x k 


Another main job of the depart- 
ment is to discover new uses for 
existing citrus products. For ex- 
ample: the chief use for pectin is in 
jam and jelly manufacturing; but 
today the Research Department is 


| working with the medical profes- 


sion on an entirely new type of use, 
in the treatment of intestinal dis- 
eases such as dysentery! 


Results are highly encouraging, 
If the new treatments become 
standard, a brand-new market for 
pectin will have been found through 
science, 


A third important job of this de- 
partment is to increase demand for 
Exchange citrus products by con- 
stantly making them better. There 
was the problem, for instance, of 
getting canned juices to keep their 
natural cloudiness—a very desirable 
feature, especially in juices used to 
make bottled drinks. Trouble was, 


| the juice refused to stay cloudy per- 


manently after being pasteurized. 


In a remarkable piece of work, 
one of the scientists at the Ontario 
laboratory discovered a time-tem- 
perature formula that made the 
juice keep its natural cloud indefi- 


i nitely. Not only that, he worked out 


a way to peer into the future and 
make sure of this! Give the lab men 
‘a sample of newly canned juice or 
concentrate, and in three days they 
can now show you exactly what it 
will look like after two years in cold 
storage. 


This kind of practical research 
has made Exchange citrus products 
the quality leaders in their field.
